SuMier Bonus will be paid by smokers, 
theatre goers, motorists, persons who 
buy real estate and those with check- 
ing accounts in banks, according to the 
plans of the House Ways and Moans 
Committee today. Here are the pro- 
poxed assessments to raise the re- 
quired $350,000,000 annually for three 
years: 


25c per horse power on automobiles.

Hoke Gottschall, State 


Official, Startles .,His 
Auditors With Figures 
On Our Resources. 


R E A L JSURPRISES 


Clearfield, Pa., Feb. 10.—Discus- 


sing- industrial conditions in Clear- 
field County last evening-, M. Hoke 
Gottschall, Director of the Bureau of 
Statistics and Information 
of 
the 


Pennsylvania Department.of Internal 
Affairs, declared that in 1920, the 
County turned out industrial products 
having a value of $64,319,000. 


,Mr. Gottschall came here at the in- 


vitation of the Rotary Club and in 
opening his address he stated that 
Pennsylvania is now doing just what 
every individual business man in the 
state does annually—making an an- 
nual inventory of resources. He said 
that when Secretary of Internal Af- 
fairs James F. Woodward took office 
almost three years ago he immediat- 
ely laid plans for an adequate survey 
of Pennsylvania industry in such a- 
way that it would be possible to know 
what the respective communities of 
the state are doing industrially. 


During the course of his talk Mr. 


Gottschall showed that 
Clearfield 


County in 1920 had a total of 300 in- 
dustrial plants which gave employ- 
ment to 18,098 persons. Of the total 
number of workers, 11,102 were Am- 
ericans white, ' 310 were Americans 
colored, and 6,686 were 
foreigners. 


Another division of the emloyment 
figures shows that 17,557 were-males 
and 541 females. 


Industrial employes in 1920 were 


pjfid a total wage of $27,198,000 of 
which $26,918,900 was paid to male 
workers and -$297,100 was paid to the 
female labor. The capital invested in 
the industries in the county amounted 
to $52,150,900. 


Comparing 1920 figures'with those 


of 1919, the speaker said that Clear- 
field County maAe a big step in in- 
dustry for during the year 1919 the 
value of the products amounted to 
but $38,261,600. In that year 1.5,699 
persons were employed who were paid 
a total wage of $16,914,100. The cap- 
ital invested jji 1919 was $31,985,000. 


Mr. Gottschall showed that more 


than one half of the value of indus- 
trial products in Clearfield County in 
1920 was represented by the products

A state institution of higher Jearn- 


ing when* ten thousand Pennsylvania 
boys and K'irls will be able to receive 
a college education at the lowest pos- 
sible cost, can be expected eventually 
in the developornent of the Pennsylva- 
nia State College if the trustees are 
enabled to carry out the building- pro- 
g-ram they approved at a recent meet- 
ing.
